Dr. C. H. Hughes, the distinguished 


neurologist, indorsed the theory on which 


the detective department. is working to 
solve the Moog and Worthen murders— 
that the same man or men committed 
both crimes. 

After reading in the Post-Dispatch the 
points of similarity between the two homi- 
cides, Dr. Hughes said: 

“The close resemblance between the 
circumstances of the two crimes, as 
brought out by the Post-Dispatch, point 
to the same design, and the same motive, 
and consequently to the same man as 
the murderer. 

“It is rare that the same course of 
mental thought and action runs through 
the heads of two different criminals,’ un- 
less the men are acting in concert.

“In a case like this, with all these cir- 
cumstances, I should look for a directing 
chief. criminal ard an active confederate 
or ‘pal.’ as the fraternity call it (the crim- 
inal, and not our fraternity.)

days. 

East St. Louis is the coal yard for Bt. 
Louls, but is more like a coal clearing 
, house. A coalyard suggests storage. There 
is little storage in Bast St. Louis. .A day's 
consumption for St. Louls is 25,000 tons, 
when the weather is as it is today, and 
40,000 tons during zero weather. And the 
total supply for #& Loui# and for the East 
Side Wednesday was only 59,010 tons. 

The figures for Thursday are not yet 
avallable, but Wednesday's are indicative 
of normal conditions. — 

The report of the St. Louis Coal Traffic 
Bureau for the 24 hours ending at midnight 
Jan. 13 (Tuesday), shows that 601 cars of / 
coal, aggregating 19,175 
in East St. Louls and adjacent Hast Side 
towns. 

This in above the average amount of coal 
received daily during the month, as the 
bureau’s totals for the 13 days show the 
receipt of 5017 cars, of 199,430 tons, or only 
about 450 cars per day.

Tilman is a nephew of United States 
Senator Benjamin Tillman, and the teua, | 
out-of which grew the shooting, had. its 
origin in the long political warfare be- 
tween Tillman and McLaurin over the pat- 
ronage of the state.

Report That Remainder of Class Would 
Refuse to Graduate Without the 
Fifteen Has Not Reached 
Principal Bryan. 


The 15 members of the graduating class 
of the St. Louls High School who were 
suspended last Friday will probably not be 
allowed their diplomas under 3 days, and if 
they receive them then it will be due to 
their good behavior for that length of 
time. 

Official action by the Board of Education 
has not yet been taken, but the action sug- 
gested is, according to Supt. Soldan, in ac- 
cord with the sentiment of the majority of 
the board. If the suspended students shail 
behave themselves for the next 30 days and 
not interfere with the graduating exercises 
on the 22d inst. their diplomas will be given 
to them, otherwiee not. The members of 
the board think this action necessary, in 
order to quell the spirit of insubordination 
that they say appears to be growing with 
each succeeding year. 

On the other hand it is reported this 
morning that urd¢sedhe boys are reinstated, 
allowed to Wo « nations and re- 
ceive their dip Sea eur .g with the rest of 
the class, the entire class will refuse their 
diplomas or to take any part in the gradu- 
ating exercises. 

Principal Bryan said this morning that no 
euch ultimatum had been delivered to him. 
In fact, he said, he did not think there had 
been any class meeting, and personal con- 
versation with other members of the class 
made him feel almost certain that those 
who had been selected to take part in the 
greduating exercises would do so, 

He stated further that the action of the 
teachers had been unanimously upheid by 
the parents of the suspended boys. 


THE TROUBLE. 

The action of the:boys out of which the 
present trouble arose was committed last 
Friday morning. Principal Bryan related 
it as follows to the Post-Dispatch: 

“When the pupils assembled last Friday 
morning,” he said, “fifteen of the boys of 
the senior class—or really thirteen, for two 
of.them were only partly in the class and

“The seriousness of this matter is that 

the boys do not seem to see the serious 
feature of the case. The public and the 
parents personally want a certain grade of 
school excellence. 
_ “Pranks that might be thought harmless 
at home whers there are only one or two 
children, become most injurious when in- 
jested into 2200 pupils, and the scriousness 
of the matter can hardly be estimated. 

“We absolutely cannot permit any group 
of boys to interfere with our work. it 
breaks in upon the discipline, and cannot 
be tolerated. If parents want the best 
class of work they certainly’ look at the 
matter in this light.”
